The element of cost will doubtless 


be very carefully weighed by the com- 
missioners In considering the propo-

Upon this joint the advocates 


of a new bridge will be prepared to 
show that in the course of a few years 
It will be necessary to apend more 
money In repairs than replacement by 
a more modern structure will cost 
Even after a series of repairs ha~ve 
been made the bridge will afford no 
greater facilities for the traveling 
"public than it does now The roadway 
cannot be widened and about all that 
can be done will bo to replace weak-'

"^TJhB'present bridge was erected at 
a time" when no peisou had the vision 
to foresee how vast would be the In- 
crease zn traffic flowing over it within 
25 years after its erection Por many 
years following the replacement of 
the old suspension bridge, which had 
served its purpose well for upwards 
of half avcentury the piesent bridge 
afforded ample accommodations Since 
its erection the automobile hits come 
into existence as one of the most uni- 
versally used means of transportation 
In building the bildge this evolution 
was not anticipated mucii l&ss was it 
taken Into account in planning the 
atructuie Neither was It realised that 
the bildge would form a part ot one 
of the busiest thoroughfai es, in the 
county.
